‘YOKOHAMA, Oct. 25.—(By Asiatic Ca- 
ble.) It is reasserted that the army corps 
under Field Marshal. Count Oyama, for- 
merly Minister of War, has effected a 
landing at Seiciosso, near Port Arthur. It 
is also agaip asserted that the Japanese 
army,, under Field Marshal Yamagata has 
successfully crossed the Yula country. 

Oyama sailed from Hiroshima. with the 
second Japanese equa@ron. Since then it 
has deen repeatedly asserted that the 
Japanese had effected a landing near Port 
Arthur, and it has been stated that the 
report was current that this important 
place had been captured by the Japanese. 
On the other band, the Japanese have 
several times deen reported as having 
crossed the Ya-Loo River and also as 
baving been repulsed, 

For instance, on October 9, a dispatch 
stated that Field Marshal Oyama had 
crossed the Ya-Loo.

of Orders at Sacra - 
mento. 


Imploring Speeches Made to the 
Crowd While the Hungry Pri- 
vates Stood Roasting in 
the Sunshine. 


Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

' SACRAMENTO, Oct. 25.—The report of 
the Court of Inquiry appointed by Gov. 
Markham has been received. It states 
that the court met at the Armory of Co. 
C. First Regiment Infantry, Second Bri- 
gade, N.G.C., No. 815 Ellis street, on Sep- 
tember 17, 1894; organized in due form and 
entered upon its duties. The order ap- 
pointing the court provided that a thorough 
inquiry should be made as to the opera- 
tions of the troops at Sacramento during 
the late strike, and that a special inquiry 
and report should be made as to the con- 
duct of the officers and men. As directed 
by said order the court has performed its 
work without regard to rank, prejudices 
or preconceived ideas, and its investiga- 
tions are returned with its opinions freely 
| expressed.” 

It has endeavored to make its investiga- 
tions thorough, its labors have been per- 
formed with a view of eliciting the true 
facts, and its conclusions are the result 
of careful deliberation. It realizes the im- 
portance of the investigation and the grave 
duty. resting upon it; being conscious that 
the conclusions reached and the recom- 
mendations made will be officially acted 
upon as announced in said orders. A large 
number of witnesses, citizens as well as 
members of the National Guard, were ex- 
amined, and much documentary evidence 
introduced. The testimony covers over 1000 
pages of legal cap, and the court was 
actually in session twenty days. 

From the evidence, the court finds that 
on July 3, 1894, the Governor received from 
Marshal Baldwin a request for troops to 
be sent to Sacramento to assist him in the 
preservation of the public peace, preserva- 
tion of property and enforcement of the 
laws of California and the United States, 
and thereupon by telegraph ordered Maj.- 
Gen. Dimond, commanding the division, to 
send sufficient troops to Sacramento. The 
utmost latitude was given to Gen. Dimond, 
and he was permitted to use his own 
judgment as to the number of the troops 
and the means of transportation. 

The Governor’s orders were received 
about 5:30 p.m. on July 3, and were com- 
municated to Gen. Dickinson, and by his 
order the entire command was ready to 
go to Sacramento, the troops showing re- 
markable promptness and zeal in reporting 
for duty: No attempt was made to comply 


with the erder to provide one day’s rations, 


with the exception of two or three com- 
panies of the First Regiment. The order 
for rations seems to have been clearly un- 
derstood. by Gen. Dickinson and Cols. Sul- 
livan and Barry. So far as the court has 
been able to ascertain the commissary of- 
ficers of these received no orders, nor did 
the commanding officers themselves make 
any effort to provide subsistence of any 
kind. It is in evidence that these officers 
had. as early as June 30, considered the 
probability of their commands being or- 
dered out for active service. 

Sacramento was reached at 8:30 a.m. on 
July 4. There seems to be no question 
that before. leaving the armory at Sacra- 
mento Brig.-Gen. Dickinson received or- 
ders from Maj.-Gen. Dimond to co-operate 
with Brig.-Gen. Sheehan. The command 
moved in one column upon the depot. The 
brigade under Gen. Sheehan was in the 
formation of a close column of companies. 
Gen. Dickinson marched in the same for- 
mation until just before the depot was 
reached, when it formed, by direction of 
Gen. Dickinson, in street column. This for- 
mation was maintained during the whole 
time that the troops stood in the sun at 
the depot and until they were finally dis- 
missed. 

The depot may be reached by three or 
four different streets leading to it, di- 
rectly or indirectly. There seems to have 
been no organized plan and no considera- 
tion of the advisability of marching against 
the depot in a parallel colamn of attack. 
so that on arrival a strong line might have 
been immediately formed and a sufficient 
force of skirmishers thrown forward. It 
appears that the strikers had publicly an- 
nounced, and that Gen. Sheehan was fully 
satisfied, that no resistance would be made 
to the occupancy of the depot by the troops, 
and he 80 informed Gen. 3 and Gen. 
Dickinson. 

During all the time (about ee hours) 
that the troops remained at the armory on 
the morning of July 4 no attempt or effort 
was made by any one to ascertain the 
actual situation of affairs at the depot; the 
number of strikers there; their disposi- 
tion, their arms, as well as their temper 
remamed unknown to the commanding 
officers. It appears that Gens. Dimond and 
Dickinson accepted the assurance of Gen. 
Sheehan that there would be no resistance 
and the column of nearly 1000 men moved 
upon thé depot without taking the pre- 
caution to bend forward a force in ad- 
vance, or even to throw out a single 
skirmisher. No real effort, from a mili- 
tary standpoint, was ever made to enter 
the depot or take possession of the rail- 
road premises. The force which came in 
direct Gontact with the crowd consisted of 
the front of only one company of sixteen 
files and no determined effort was made by 
that company to clear the crowd away 
from its front. 

After further long details of events 
Yeading up to the march to the depot, the 
court says: Maj.-Gen. Dimond says in 
his report that he ‘cheerfully accepts the 
responsibility of the management of the 
campaign resulting from the strike;’ and 
| in a certain sense it must be said that he 
is responsible for the various errors com- 
mitted in July last. Absolute command 
carries with it the entire responsibility.

streeis. The court is of the opinion that 
the command should have moved in two 
or more parallel columns, so that on its 
arrival at the open ground near the depot 
the trcops could have deployed and a force 
of skirmishers been thrown forward. The 
court finds that the major-generl is, 
equally with the brigade commanders, re 
sponsible for the faulty formation of the 
troops when advancing to the depot. 

On the arrival of the column in the open 
near the depot, the major-genera) estab- 
lished headquarters in. the depot building, 
out of the immediate presence of his troops. 
The court is of the opinion that his post 
should have been with the column, so that 
he could have personally issued his orders 
and verified their execution; and if Ris 
orders were neglected or disobeyed he 
should have placed the offenders under ar- 
rest or deprived them of command. 

It was a great misfortune to place the 


Sacramento companies at the head of hs 


column, as the members of these ofganiza- 
tions resided in Sacramento. Many of 
them belonged to trade organizations and, 
in all probability, sympathized with the 
strikers. It was undoubtedly one of the 
grave errors of the day to place these 
troops in a position where they would rec- 


ognize in the crowd their dally associates, 


néighbors, friends and, perhaps, relatives. 
The court is of the opinion that if the an 
Francisco troops had been placed at the 
head of the column an entry into the depot 
could have been effected without trouble 
or loss of life. 

Gen. Dimond did, after some delay, is- 
sue the necessary orders to take the depot, 


and, if it had not been for the deln 


quency of some of his subordinate officers, 
the depot would have been occupied. Gen, 
Dimond issued an order to his brigade 
commanders in positive terms, authoriz- 


ing and directing them to use all force 


necessary to dislodge the strikers, and they 
were directed to use the bayonet or lead 
if necessary. It therefore results that the 
failure to take the depot does not rest en- 
tirely on the shoulders of the division com- 
mander. 

The line of march from the armory was 
not well-devised;.more care should have 
been exercised in selecting the route. A 
part of Second street, over which the com- 
mand moved, was torn up for repairs; the 
street was filled with stones of convenient 
size for throwing, old lumber-boxes and 
barrels lined the streets, and in places 
greatly impeded travel. A determined mob 
could have easily barricaded this street 
and used the loose stones with serious ef- 
fect. Crowds of people, men and women, 
gathered along the streets and sidewalks 
and accompanied the troops to the depot. 

When Gen. Sheehan's command reached 
the place where the crowd was gathered 
in his front, his command was marching 
in close column of companies and with a 
front of sixteen files. There were no or- 
ders to deploy; no thought of a skirmish- 
line, Dut the first company was allowed to 
bump against the mob where they stood 
without orders. There was a Gatling gun 
between the Sacramento and Stockton 
companies, but citizens were standing de- 
tween the companies around the gun 80 
that a determined mob could have made a 
rush through the flanks, destroyed the 
formation and captured the gun. Gen. 
Sheehan not only addressed the mob sey- 
eral times at length, but he pleaded with 
the strikers and requested them to leave 
the depot and allow him to take possession. 
In this he forgot his duty as an officer and 
violated the law, which expressly prohibits 
the making of a speech to a mob. 

The court is of the opinion that a 
greater portion of the responsibility for 
the failure to take the depot at Sacra- 
mento on July 4 is due to the suggestions 
made and advice given by Gen. Sheehan, 
and to the faulty handling of his com- 
mand, especially when in the immediate 
presence of the mob. The facts lead to 
the irresistible conclusion that the acts of 
Gen. Sheehan; in stopping to argue and 
plead with the mob, instead of proceeding 
to take the depot by force when ordered 
to do so, make him liable to severe cen- 
sure. The court adds: “We believe that 
the attempt to take the depot on the 
Fourth of July would have been a suc- 
cess had the San Francisco troops, 
marched directly to that point, instead of 
marching to Sixth and L streets for break- 
fast.” 


Gen. Dickinson neglected the most im- 
portant duty of a commander, that of sup- 
plying his command with subsistence. He 
was responsible for the absence of sup- 
plies in his command. Gen. Dickinson 
fully understood the object of the move- 
ment of the troops to Sacramento, and of « 
the march upon the depot. His instruc- 
tions, received just before leaving for the 
depot, were to co-operate with and sup- 
port Gen. Sheehan. These instructions 
must have been understood by him to 
mean such action with the troops under 
his command as would best accomplish 
the object in view.

Whatever his ideas 
were he should have obeyed his orders, 
but instead of doing so he, left his com- 
mand, went to the major-general, and 
afterward made a speech to the strikers. 
The court finds that he was at fault in 
5 three things: Omitting to carry out the 
a order of his commanding officer; leaving 
his command after receiving the order, 
and violating the military law in making 
a speech to a mob, which is expressly pro- 
hibited (Regulation 1017.)

THE COOK GANG. 


The Town of Gibson Reported Rob- 
bed—Prospects Elsewhere. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

FORT SMITH (Ark.,) Oct. 25.—A report 
has reached this city to the effect that the 
little town of Gibson bas been robbed in 
pretty much the same fashion as the Wa- 
toba hold-up; the express-office and several 
offices being looted. The town is six miles 
south of Wagoner, on the Missouri, Kan- 
sas and Texas Railroad, and there is no 
telegraph office there. Particulars of the 
robbery have not yet been received here: 
It is said that six men took part in the 
hold-up. 

Marshal Grump received a telegram yes- 
terday from Deputy Lambton who had gone 
in pursuit of the Cook gang, and a fight 
between the bandits and officers was ex- 
pected at any time. The latest robbery 
reported here up to this morning was that 
of a preacher at Illinois Station by two 
men. It is not known how much was se- 
cured. Many trains running in and out 
of Wagoner are guarded by armed forces. 

The Cook gang is supposed to be in the 
vicinity of Illinois Station, as ten men 
were seen at the water-tank when the 
east-bound train came through. Conduc- 
tor Conkling was on the lookout for 
hold-up at Braggs and also at Illinois, but 
de came through all right. He reports that 
the whole country is up in arms and on the 
hunt for the outlaws. Bill Cook is to be 
shot on sight. 

CHASING THE BANDITS. 

FORT SMITH (Ark.,) Oct. 25.— All day 
long the Marshal's officers have been ex- 
pecting a telegram in regard to a fight 
with the Cook gang. One hundred ard 
fifty deputies have been ordered to Gibson 
by United States Marshal Crump to par- 
ticipate in the chase after the bandits. 
Gibson is the place Cook has heretofore 
made his headquarters. There is little 
doubt, however, that his gang has scat- 
tered on learnig of the coming of the depu- 
ties and Indian police. Indian Agent Wis- 
dom had the Indian police join in the 
search along with the deputies.

A dispatch sent out from Tahlequah a 
few nights ago saying that Jim Cook, the 
young brother of Bill Cook, had made his 
escape from Cherokee guards, is a mistake. 
Four guards have him in charge. They 
got scared the other night and, fearing 
the Cooks would suddenly close in on 
them, they changed his guardhouse and 
gave out the story that Jim Cook had es- 
caped. It was a ruse. It is now only a 
matter of a few hours until the last is 
heard of the Cook gang, as a fight or cap- 
ture is imminent. 


NOT SEEN AGAIN. 


The Unknown Vessel Struck by the 
Paris Probably Sank. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service... 

SOUTHAMPTON, Oct. 25.—(By Atlantic 
Cable.) The collision between the steam- 
ship Paris, Capt. Watkins, which arrived 
here last night from New York, and an un- 
known ship, which sank soon afterwards, 
as cabled, is the subject of investigation by 
the agent of the line. The collision took. 
place between 1:30 and 2 a.m., Wednesday, 
during thick weather, accompanied dy 
heavy rain. As soon after the collision as 

possible the Paris was put about and a 
search made for the ship, which, although 
sighted for a moment, drifted away befbre 
the lifeboat could be lowered, and nothing 
was seen of it, although the Paris searched 
for the ship until daylight. The liner was 
eventually compelled to proceed for this 
port without having sighted the wrecked 
vessel again or having saved any of the 
crew. The vessel is supposed to have foun- 
dered soon, after the collision. 

The Paris was little injured when she 
arrived here. It was reported that the 
vessel with which the Paris 
showed signals of distress after the col- 
lision, and screams were heard aboard her. 
She displayed a white light about three 
minutes before the collision. It was added, 
however, that no red or green light was 
visible after the steamer struck the un- 
known ship. 5 

The Paris landed her passengers here, 
some of whom were seen previous to their 
departure for London and on the train. 
They joined in saying that the shock of 
the collision was so slight that they did 
not know of the accident until the next 
day. But one or two passengers were 
awakened by the collision and went on 
deck. Some of the crew of the Paris say 
the bark was cut clean in two, and this is 
probably correct, as both sides of the bow 
of the Paris show signs of scraping. In 


addition, one of her portholes had been 


driven in. 

The sailors of the Paris say the steam- 
ship was stopped after the collision and 
she returned to the vicinity of the spot 
where the accident They also 
agree with the passengers that there was 
considerable delay in getting the search- 
light of the Paris in working order. In 
fact, they assert that nearly an hour 
elapsed before its light could be thrown 
on the water in search of the wreck.

Scientific Cure for Snake Bite—Poi- 
sonous and Edible Mushrooms— 
An Automatic Folding 


Seat—Cork. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 10, 1894. — (Special 
Correspondence.) This generation is stamp- 
ing a proud record on the scientific history 
of the world, and not the least notable of 
its achievements is its sesearches and dis- 
coveries in the field of antidotes for fatal 
diseases and baneful drugs. The list is 
long, but, not to go further back than the 
last few months, it includes the specific 
for diphtheria, the antidote for the subtle 


acid. But a wider, and possibly, to the 
world in general, a more important feld 
has been opened in the experiments of Dr. 
A. Calmette of the Pasteur Institute, Paris, 
in inoculation against snake poison. In 
India alone, 22,000 people die every year 
from snake-bite, and if Dr. Calmette’s con- 
fident expectations are realized, at least 
three-fourths of that appalling fatality can 
be prevented; moreover, the poison not only 
of the cobra, but of the adder, the viper, 
and the rattlesnake can now be rendared 
comparatively Innocuous. The vendm of the 
following serpents has been specifically in- 
vestigated by Dr. Calmette: The Indian 
cobra, the Egyptian viper, the asp of Cleo- 
patra, the fer-de-lance of Martinique, the 
horned viper of the Soudan, the Gahoon 
viper, the banana snake of Indo-China, 
the tiger snake, the black snake of Aus- 
tralia, and the European viper, and to 
these it is now p to add the Ameri- 
can rattlesnake. result of the rattle- 
snake tests, however, can in no way differ 
from those that have already been made, 
as all the spake venoms have been found 
to present precisely the same chemical re- 
actions, and any animal protected against 
one is equally protected against all the 
others, provided the venom be of a high 
degree of toxic power. Dr. Calmette ex- 
presses the hope that the publication of 
these facts may induce some person in 
America to supply him with live specimens 
of the rattlesnake, and any other poisonous 
American suakes that can be secured. He 
undertakes, in return, to supply any person 
who may desire it, with a quantity of the- 
rüpeutio serum with which the inoculation 


originally obtained from a bitten animal, 


or an animal artificially bitten or inocu- 


lated, together with full instructions con- 
cerning its use. In his experiments Dr. 
Calmette uses three distinct specifics; first, 
the serum from an envenomed animal by 
itself; second, this serum mixed with 
chloride of gold or the hypochlorite of so- 
dium or of lime; and, third, either of those 
chemicals, or, preferably, chloride of lime, 
used by itself without serum. Of these, 
tHe chloride of lime will probably be 
found the most convenient to use, and the 
most readily applicable to all requirements 
in the cases of persons bitten. The chlo- 
ride should be free from absorbed water. 
and. when used, should in all cases be 
freshly taken from a hermetically sealed 
bottle. One part of it by weight should 
de dissolved in eleven parts of boiling 
water. and the solution should never be 
made until it is about to be used,*as its 
therapeutic power is diminished by keep- 
ing. This should be injected subcutane- 
ously with a trephine all about the wound, 
and also under the skin of the abdomen.

Dr. Calmette’s rem- 
edy secufes immunity not only from the 
most poigonous snakes, but against scor- 
‘and centipedes. 


SHIELDS’ VS. RESTS FOR SOLDIDPRS.. 
A lively discussion is going on in the. 


Englist. papers in regard to a shield which 
has been tried for the British army. The 
| bearing of the discussion is that the first 
object of a soldier should be to kill his 
enemy, the second—and a long way after— 
should be to avoid being killed. It is 
maintained that the shield reverses. the 
order of importance of the two objects. It 
imperfectly protects the soldier, and ef- 
fectually hampers him in his attempts to 
kill his-adversaries. The carrying of this 
shield would be a serious difficulty, and 
the probability is that the soldier would 
find a short way of dispensing with it when 
the fighting began. The contention has 
curiously enough drifted into the question 
of the importance of improving methods 
of attack, and now attention is concen- 
trated on a new rifle rest, which is said 
to double the accuracy of firing. It is 
about to be adopted by several European 
governments, and much surprise is ex- 
pressed that the English war office has not 
purchased the absolute right to the in- 
vention. It consists of a slender steel 
rod. weighing only two ounces, taking 
only a quarter of a second to open or 
shut, and immeasurably increasing the 
steadiness of the soldier’s aim, especially 
if he be trembling with exertion or ex- 
‘citement. The rest is a clever modifica- 
tion of the muszle est, which was used 
by. the Confederates in the American 
civil war.. While, howéver, the effective- 
ness of the cld rest was greatly impaired 
from the pivot not being central enough 
to give the marksman a sweeping range, 
the new rest—the Simpson—is hinged be- 
neath the stock of the gun, at its center 
of gravity—on a ball and socket hinge— 
so that a child could turn the barrel to 
and fro and up and down on its pivot 
along the whole field of sight. Accord- 
ing to a report of one of the military tri- 
als, the rest must be a valuable acquisi- 
tion for any army: The marksman soon 
got the bull’s eye. and turning to his offi- 
cer, he. said: Now, if you don't mind 
wasting ammunition, I can make as many 
bull's eyes as like.“ He made a few to 
show that he was in earnest, and the 
experts. declared themselves satisfied.’’ 

PEDAL SHOE BLOCKS FOR CYCLISTS. 

An English cyclist claims that in his in- 
vention ot an adjustable pedal shoe block 
he has provided for wheelmen the means 
of gaining a largely-augmented power 
over the machine, whereby its speed will 
De greatly increased and the ascent in hill- 
climbing made comparatively easy. The 
invention consists of two steel plates, with 
leather blocks for fastening to the sole 
of the shoe, so as to give the cyclist a 
firm grip on the pedals. The object of 
this appliance is to prevent the shoe from 
slipping, and to enable the rider to 
“claw’’ the pedal around, a method of 
riding, which is understood to be recom- 
mended by well-known cyclists as the 
correct way of pedaling, since it overcomes 
the dead center’’ to a great extent. When 
the blocks are not required for riding 
they can be readily removed, and the 
wearer is no longer incumbered with 
them in walking. as he would be under 
the old system, in which the blocks were 
nailed to the shoe. The Weight of the 
blocks complete does not exceed four 
ounces.

POISONOUS.AND ED E MUSHROOMS. 
A medical journal ex surprise that 
so many people are poisoned by mushrooms, 
since it is so easy to avoid danger in the 
selection of fungi if a UMttle care be taken. 
As a matter of fact, very few kinds of 
poisonous fungi can de mistaken for the 
two most generally known edible species, 
the common mushroom (agaricus 

tris,) and the parasol mushroom (sepiota 
procera.) The fungus which is most often 
the cause of poisoning is probably the 
“amanita phalloides” (fries,) which bas a 
white or very pale yellow cap about the 
size of that of the common mus „ but 
differing from it in having permanently 
white gills and a large, loose sheath or 
volva surrounding the base of the stem. Its 
active poisonous principle is not destroyed 
by heating, so cooking does not. render it 
innocuous, as it does in the case of other 
poisonous mushrooms. In France, cases of 
poisoning by mushrooms are comparatively 
rare. ‘There they cook the fungi for a few 
minutes in anise water, drain the liquor 
away; and then finish the cooking accord- 
ing to taste. One cardinal rule should be 
Observed, never to drink strong alcoholic 
liquors along with nor soon r eating 
fungi, as very disagreeable symptoms may 
be produced by vaneties which under 
other circumstances do not cause any in- 
convenience. The polsonous genus (aman- 
ita) can easily be recognized by the fol- 
lowing marks: The gills are always white, 
and do not touch the stem; the stem is 
furnished with a long, thin ring or frill 
at some distance from the toy, and the bot-

AUTOMATIC FOLDING SEAT. 

An automatic folding seat has been de- 
signed for the use of store and bar at- 
tendants, for providing extra sitting ac- 
commodation in theaters, churches, music 
halls, assembly rooms, and all places 
where space fs too limited to allow of per- 
manent chairs or stools. It is also: 
for the front of counters where luncheon 
is served at certain hours, but where the 
space must be occupied at other times.

CORK IN VARIOUS GUISES. 

S8. Campolo says that architects and en- 
gineers will be well repaid for turning 
their attention to cork waste for building 
purposes. Pulverized cork, mixed with a 
cement or plaster of paris, dextrine and 
sesquioxide of iron, may be formed into 
bricks, which, while resisting compres- 
sion, retain the peculiar properties of cork. 
If to the mixture oxychloride of zinc be 
added the bricks will become absolutely 
waterproof. Their cracking strain is 190 
pounds to the square inch. Used in the 
space between double, walls, and roofs, 
the cork waste makes ses cooler in 
summer and warmer in winter. Those 
persons who have the misfortune to live in 
flats under which the industrious but un- 
conscienable musician is perpetually prac- 
ticing can materially leaven their un- 
happy lot by putting a layer of cork waste 
under the floor. |

IN THE SKY. 


The Wife of the Astronomer, Swift, 
Writes of the Echo Moun- 
tain and its Observ- — 


atory. 


| The following letter we find in a recent 
number of the New York Evangelist—a 
private letter to the editor, Rev. Dr. Field. 
It is from Mrs. Swift, the wife of the 
world-known astronomer, whose observa- 
tory is perched on Echo Mountain, hard 
by. This letter is one of interest to our 
own neighborhood, and Dr. Field thus 
felicitously introduces it: 

We are often surprised, in opening our 
mail, to see from what far-distant points— 
distant.from us and distant from one an- 
other—the letters come, and to what dis- 
tances the paper goes. It seems as if the 
dear old Evangelist was a winged messen- 
ger, flying to the .uttermost parts of the 
earth, and bringing back messages in re- 
turn. Here, for example, is a letter on 
our desk, which we will share with our 
readers. 

“This communication is for a mountain 
top in California, from which the writer 
looks off toward the Pacific and sees is- 
lands more than a hundred miles away, 
and then up to the stars, that shine so 
brightly in that southern atmosphere, and 
brighter still if seen through the great 
Swift telescope; and in the kindness of 
her heart the writer regrets that we had 
not been able, in our recent visit to the 
Pacific Coast, to take in that wonderful 
point of vision. She cannot regret it more 
than we do. But one cannot see every- 
thing at once. We would hope that we 
may yet climb the height of Echo Moun- 
tain, and be among the star-gazers. Mean- 
while the Evangelist will continue to go 
in advance, and may it keep alive this 
kindly remembrance in the hearts of those 
who are so good as to wish for our com- 


pany: 

“Dear Dr. Tield: I exceedingly regret 
that in your late visit the Pacific Coast 
you failed to come to the Sierra Madres 
of Southern California, and to this lovely 
Echo Mountain in particular, with its 
unique and wonderful ‘great cable in- 
cline,’ 3000 feet long, with an average 
grade of 60 per cent., which ascent com- 
pletes the journey hither from Pasadena, 
begun by the Los Angeles Terminal Rail- 
way. At Altadena Junction electric cars 
convey travelers to the romantic and de- 
lightful Rubio,Canyon, from out of which 
upstart the ‘ bite chariots,” as the incline 
care are designated. 

“This mountain railgoad ‘surpasses in 
steepness those of the Swiss Alps, or of 
Vesuvius, with which you are so familiar, 
or those of Mt. Washington and of Pike's 
Peak, in our own land. It is novel in 
operation, being electrically propelled, and 
having its cable, which is strong and flex- 
ible, built into and constituting a part of 
the car, thus rendering impossible any 
derailing or throwing from the track. 

“I am very sorry, I repeat, that you did 
not seek us, because your observant eye 
and eloquent pen would have given the 
scenes of this panoramic landscape to so 
many, who, by necessity, may not be- 
hold it. 

“From this mountain, 3500 feet above 
the level of the sea, we kock down upon 
the two cities of Les Angeles and Pasa- 
dena, whose electric Hghts, at night, form 
two terrestrial consteljations, and vie with 
the stars above, besides numerous vil- 
lages and great ranches, with vineyards, 
orange and olive orchards without num- 
ber, all nestling in the great San Ga- 
briel Valley, lying in front and on either 
hand to a distance of sixty-five miles. 
To the south, on any clear day, we may 
see the waves of the Pacific lapping the 
shore, and, thirty miles from the main- 
land and sixty-five from Echo- Mountain, 
the island of Santa Catalina rises up out of 
the ocean. When the atmosphere is clear, 
we can see also the island of San Clemente, 
115, and Santa Rosa, 125 miles distant. 

“Southeast, in the valley, are the Puente 
Hills, the oll region of this seation, whose 
derricks and other machinery of devel- 
opment we have often seen through the 
glass on the veranda of this hotel, and 
beyond, in solitary majesty, rises Santi- 
ago, a lone and lofty mountain, the ob- 
jective point in our entrancing landscape.

A NEWSPAPER SUICIDE.

These 
lessons should teach newspapers that 
it does not pay, even from the low 
standpoint of dollars and cents, to 
pander to the baser passions of the 
passing moment. 


THE DRIFT OF POPULISM. 


In criticising the follies and venal- 
ities of Populist doctrines and orators 
we would not have it understood 
that we estimate all who have 
affiliated with that party as fools or 
knaves.

DESTRUCTIVE WEAPONS. 


What is to be the outcome of recent 
developments in modern perfecting 
weapons? Experiments made by the 
German army, and repeated in this 
country, show that the Krag-Jorgen- 
sen small calibef repeating rifle is a 
terribly destructive weapon. The re- 
pert of the United States officer says: 

“Up to 660 yards a bullet striking 
the neck or abdomen means death; 
from 660 to 1600 yards most serious 
and in many cases fatal results are 
certain to be inflicted. Beyond 1600 
yards the. injuries resemble 
those inflicted by the round bullets 
which: were used before 1860.” 

Then there is the dynamite gun, 
which. whe fired at vessels, throws 
vp a square acre of water, and 
swamps everything in the neighbor- 
hood. What vessels can withstand 
such a shock? 

There are those who deplore the im- 
provements in destructive weapons. 
Qn the contrary, friends of peace 
should rejoice thereat. After a little 
while such developments will make 
war impossible. 


The Democratic press of the State

If they are not true, their 
publication affords Mr. Budd an op- 
portunity to prove their falsity. 


There are explanations that explain 
and there are those that do not. Jim 
Budd’s explanation is one of the lat- 
ter sort, at feast there are several 
things which it does not explain. One 
of these is his correspondence with the 
Neff family, and the mawkish senti- 
mentalism which pervades all the let- 
ters thus far published. Mr. Budd 
makes no reference to these letters in 
his denial. It is impossible to explain 
them, rationally, on any ground fur- 
nished by Mr. Budd's statement. In 
the present aspect of the case, the 
only rational explanation of this cor- 
respondence is that furnished by the 
terrible arraignment of Mr. Budd in 
the charges as first published by the 
San Francisco Post. Upon the pre- 
sumption of Mr. Budd’s guilt, sub- 
stantially as charged, this correspond- 
ence becomes clear. Upon the pre- 
sumption of his innocence, it is wholly 
inexplicable. 


The Santa Cruz Surf of recent date 
had this: 

„A man named A. J. Harrington lost 
a hand while firing a salute to welcome 
Budd at Ventura. The next day Budd 
visited this unfortunate man at the 
hospital, left a check for $100 for him, 
instructed the superintendent of the 
hospital and the G. A. R. to take the 
best care of him and send the bill 
to him.” 

This is a beautiful story, and is ro- 
ceiving wide publicity in the Demo- 
cratic press of the State. Unfortu- 
nately for Mr. Harrington—and for 
Mr. Budd's reputation for generosity— 
the only true part of the story is that 
which states that Mr. Harrington lost 
a hand.

At 2 o’clock the Committee on Permanent 
Organization and Order of Business had a 
report prepared, which was read by Dr. 
MacGowan, as chairman of the committee. 

ORDER OF BUSINESS. 

The report of the committee was as fol- 
lows: 

“We recommend that the temporary or- 
ganization of said convention be made per- 
manent; that the following named gentle- 
men act as sergeants-at-arms: L. C. Young, 
A. H. Rouleau, J. B. Hollingsworth. 

“We recommend that the following 
named persons act as pages: T. B. Kin- 
ney, E. Kinsey and C. G. de Garmo. 

We recommend that the compensation 
of the sergeants-at-arms and pages be $2.50 
per day. é 

„We recommend that an assessment of 
$1 be levied upon each delegate for the 
purpose of defraying the expenses of the 
convention, to be payable immediately. 

We recommend that the committees 
report in the following order: Credentials, 
Permanent Organization and Order of 
Business, Platform and Resolutions. 

“We recommend that a city Republican 
central committee be organized, to con- 
sist of one member from each precinct of 
said city of Los Angeles. 

„We recommend that the chairman and 
secretaries of this convention appoint a 
committee of five for the expenditures of 
money, under the provisions of the purity 
of election law. 

We recommend that nominations for 
the various offices be de in the follow- 
ing order: Mayor, City Attorney, Street 
Superintendent, Treasurer, Tax Collector, 
Auditor, Assessor, Engineer, Clerk. 

We recommend that this convention re- 
solve itself into ward conventions for 
the purpose of selecting candidates for 
Councilmen and members of the Board of 
Education from the respective wards. 

“We recommend that the selections of 
candidates for the various offices be made 
by secret ballot, and that each delegate 
of said convention cast his ballot upon his 
name being called. 

“We recommend that no proxies be al- 
lowed except when held by a member or 
members of the delegation to which it 
belongs, and that no delegate be allowed 
to vote or hold more than two proxies at 
any one time. 

„We recommend that candidates for the 
various offices, on being placed in nomina- 
tion be presented to the convention by 
the chairman of the convention, and be 
allowed a two-minute speech. 

„We recommend that the nominatin 
speeches be limited to three minutes, an 
that the seconding of any candidate be 
limited to merely mentioning his name 
and the office for which he is proposed. 

„We recommend that each candidate for 
the various offices be assessed $5 each, said 
sum to be paid at the time of nomination. 

“We recommend that all candidates and 
their representatives be excluded from the 
body of the convention. 

“We recommend that the following reso- 
lution be adopted: 

“Resolved, that the City Central Com- 
mittee be, and hereby is, authorized to 
fill all vacancies which may occur in the 
list of’ nominees, and the committee of 
five, made and selected by this conven- 
tion, and also all vacancies which may oc- 
cur among the nominees for any of the 
wards, and that the chairman and secre- 
‘taries of this convention be authorized to 
make and sign and file all necessary cer- 
tificates of and for the nominees of this 
convention.’ 

“We further recommend that the dele- 
gates for each ward organize themselves 
into a convention, by electing a chairman 
and a secretary, who shall select a com- 
mittee of five to audit and disburse the 
money for the ward, and that each ward 
convention authorize its chairman to re- 
port its proceedings to the general city 
convention, and also authorize its chair- 
man and secretary to make and sign all 
necessary certificates, and also that each 
of said ward conventions adopt a resolu- 
tion like the one above, authorizing the 
City Central Committee to fill all vacan- 
cies in the the ward nominees, and aiso 
in the ward committee of five.” 

With a few unimportant amendments 
the report was adopted as a whole. 

PLATFORM AND RESOLUTIONS. 

Bven when 2 o'clock arrived the Com- 
mittee on Credentials was not yet ready 
to report, and the Committee on Platform 
and Resolutions presented the result of 
their labors through F. W. Steddom. The 
report was strong and decided in tone, 
and its reading was interrupted by fre- 
quent applause. The report in full fol- 
lows: 

“Resolved, that we reaffirm the princi- 
ples of the Republican party as enunciated 
at its last State and national conventions. 

“Resolved, that we favor the utmost 
economy in all public expenditures, and 
that to secure such results the party 
unbroken pledges can be trusted. The 
Democratic party promises economy, and 
gives extravagance in national, State and 
municipal administrations. It promises 
honesty, and honeycombs with fraud and 
corruption every department of public 
service, while the Populist party is Demo- 
eratic extravagance run mad. 

„That we favor rigid exclusion laws, 80 
that foreign pauper labor, may not be 
brought. into competition with American 
labor, and that Anarchists and Socialists 
and every other race or nationality not 
loyal to the American flag, may be ex- 
cluded from our shores. ‘ 

“That as a party we oppose all secta- 
rian control or interference with our 
public school system, and governmental 
affairs—that we denounce the demagogic 
declarations of the Democratic party, 
which prates. about civil. and religious 
freedom, and endeavors to incite religious 
hatred and sectarian feuds; that the Re- 
publican party has always stood in favor 
of religious freedom, and the separation 
ef church and State; that every man 
may ,worship God according to the dic- 
tates of his own conscience, and be pro- 
tected therein. 

“That we favor liberal appropriations 
for a deep-sea harbor at San Pedro, and 
for an enlarged public building in this 
city, as required by the necessities ‘of 
and that evéry effort 
should be made to secure such appropria- 
tions from the general government. 

„That we favor the ownership and con- 
trol of the waterworks by city at the 
earliest practicable moment, and that 
prompt and active steps should be taken 
to that end, and that no purchase be made 
from the City Water Company exceeding 
the actual cash value of its plant, not 
including franchises. 

“That we favor such legislat as shal) 
secure a consolidation of the offices of the 
city and county tax assessors, and city and 
county tax collectors, and all other offices 
practicable, so that all sinecures may be 
abolished and economy had in all depart-. 
ments of our city government. 

„That we are in favor of the assessment 
of large holdings of property upon such a 
valuation as will place them upon the same 
level with small holdings, and make them 
bear their equal share of the burdens of 
government. 

„That no franchise should be granted ex- 
cept to the highest responsible bidder, 
after full competition and publicity by ad- 
vertisement; and all franchises not carried 


to completion, and run in ag e with 
law, should be declared forfeited, and legal 
steps should at once be taken forfeit 


ail unearned franchises in the interest of 
the people. * 

“That we are opposed to the inminosition 
of all license taxes upon the legitimate 
business and industries of this olty; and 
no license tax should be imposed ypon any 
business except to protect our own mer- 
chants and manufacturers, and upon such 
occupations as require police regulation. 

“That we favor the most liberal appro- 
priations for the support of ‘public schools, 
and that such accommodatidns shall. be 
provided as will furnish to every child in 
the city of Los Angeles an opportunity to

REDLANDS. 

REDLANDS, Oct. 25.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.) A full Board of City Trus- 
tees were present at the meeting last 
night, and considerable business was 
transacted. The most important matter 
was the move toward determining the 
north boundary line of the city. The 
boundary as now designated makes the 
bed of the Santa Ana River the north 
limit of the city’s property. But, inas- 
much as the Santa Ana River keeps shift- | 
ing its course from time to time, this des- 
ignation is very indefinite indeed. There 
is, in fact, a space of about three miles 
in width, known as the Santa Ana wash, 
over which the river wanders at will, 
sometimes taking one course for a num- 
ber of years, then shifting to another 
place when a heavy storm occurs, and 
much sand and rock are washed down 
from the canyon. Some interpret the de- 
scription to mean only the bluff forming 
the south dank of the river, while others 
old that it means to the place where wa- 
‘ter now flows: through’ the wash, about a 
mile further to the north. According to 
Ford’s survey of 1890, this is the north 
boundary line. But, in describing the 
boundaries of the city, the crossing of cer- 
tain quarter section lines is spoken of as 
the place where the river channel starts 
at the northeast corner to form the boun- 
dary line. So thére has always been more 
or less question as to the property on the 
north of the settled portion of the city 
being in the corporate limits of Redlands. 
The celebrated Fletcher tract, which Will 
Beach advertised ‘as tying in the city of 
Redlands, and succeeded in fleecing sev- 
eral people by so doing, is located out in 
this wash, a half mile or more from the 
bluft. 

But the present necessity for a speedy 
determination of the north boundary is 
the building of the new Orange-street 
road to Highlands, that it may be deter- 
mined where the city will end and where 
the county work will begin. The discus- 
sion will be continued at the meeting next 
week, when it is honed that the matter 
will be finally settled, and all may know 
“where they are at.“
